Polysubstance 


Polysubstance is when an individual, intentionally or unintentionally, uses more than one substance during a short 
period of time. Polysubstance is an important factor to examine since the use of multiple substances can increase 
the risk of overdose.

Substances most commonly mentioned in polysubstance visits were Alcohol and Rx or Other Opioids.
